flupidity could no longer be impofed upon.

favagely called it, begun hi the year 1572 by the too 
famous Mailacre of Paris, attacked the town of Ai^- 
twerp on the 17th of January 1583 by furprize andi 
againil the faith of agreement which, they pillaged, 
and put to the fword many of the Proteilants of 
that city. 
O n e French Nobleman, however, 
the 
D u e de 
Montpenfier, brother-in-law to 
AVilliam 
Prince of Orange, who was prefent at it, told the 
D u e d'Alen9on, that he ought to tear out the hearts 
of all thofe perfons who advifed him to be guilty o£ 
fo perfidious an aclion, which, added he, will 
fo 
completely decry you and your army, that it 
will 
render the Freugh Naiiou in general dcteiled 
and 
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cxecrnted by all the other nations of Europe. 
Tic 
Frcnch, indeed, fo late as that inhuman Tyrant 
Louis the XlVth',unprovoked attack upon Holh.i.c'^ 
perpetrated fueh horrid cruelties in that coui.trv, 
that in the year 1673 ^ quarto volume was publ'il;. 
ed with this title—"Avis fidele aux véritables li«.!- 
landois, touchant ce qui s'eil paiTé dans les Villagi • 
de Eodegrave and Swammerdam, & les Cruai::ci 
enormés que les Francois y out exercées.''—" Gcci 
advice to all true Dutchmen refpe£ling wliat tco'c 
place in the villages of Bodegrave and Swamnxr- 
dam, and the unheard of cruelties tliat the Frc.

T h e book begins tliu^ : 
** What the French have done in this country in tiic 
year, exceeds in cruelty and in horror whatever 
liilloruin has ever fliid of any nation whatfocvcr, 
: 'id whatever the Tratie Poets have ever reprcfc:.t- 
cd in any of their Tragedies. 
There are no pen cr 
pencil to be found that can defcribe it ; and this 
(lays the author) was not perpetrated in tov. ns that 
v. tre conquered, but merely in thofe that v. ere cc- 
cupied by the troops of France." 
The book is ele- 
gantly printed, and enriched with feveral very bc:i> 
tiful etchings, by the celebrated Roman de Hoog\ie. 
It would iurely be Vv ell worth while to reprint this 
work, for the fake of thofe who can read French ; 
or to tranflateitinto the different languages of Europe, 
for thofe who do not underifand that language, that 
they m.ay be taught what they are to expecl, if they 
ihould admit amongil them a people, who, under 
every form of government, as well that of a Monar- 
chy as that of a Republic, have ihewn thcmfelvcs 
falfe, ferocious, and fanguinary, the blafphemers cf 
their God, and the enemies of the human racc.
